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At Siclicr’h hotel yesterday even­ 
ing were registered 
Messrs. \V. L. 
Sachtleben, Alton, III.; Thos. 
A l­ 
len, Ferguson, Mo., a suburb of St. 
Louis, and H. IC. 1 larris, chief con­ 
sul of tlic Kansas division of League 
of American wheelman, Ft. Scott, 
Kansas. 


Messrs. 
Sachtleben 
and 
Allen 
have attracted more attention from 
the press of the country during the 
present year than perhaps any oth­ 
er two gentlemen engaged in out­ 
door sports. 
After graduating at 
Washington university, in St.Louis, 
in 1890, they decided to add an ad­ 
ditional polish to their education 
by a bicycle tour of 
hhirope, and 
sailed 
from New 
\'ork June 
23, 
1890. 
Arriving 
in London, 
they 
enlarged their plans anil arranged 
to travel across Europe and Asia. 
Neither had ever L'efore ridden a 
bicycle, and there was a certain d e­ 
gree of awkwardness in their at­ 
tempts. 
In England they made a 
1,500 mile tour of the island and 
then crossed over to the coast of 
France. 
Passing down to the M ed­ 
iterranean, they skirted its shores 
into Italy, 
where they visited its 
historic cities. 
Continuing, Greece 
was ne.xt visited and (|uite a stay 
made among the arrluvological trea- 
ures. 
On April 3, 1891, they left 
Constantino}) le oil a memorable and 
adventurous journey. 
The bold ri­ 
ders passed 
through Asia 
iMinor, 
Persia, Tartary and China, travel­ 
ing 3,200 miles in the latter coun­ 
try. 
They 
were 
twelve 
days 
crossing 
the 
terrible 
G o ­ 
bi 
desert, 
a 
dreary 
waste 
of sand, following the caravan route 
and living upon nothing but coarse 
flour which they combined with the 
salty and brackish water into a kind 
of pretzel. 
The diet came 
near 
proving disastrous to them and both 
were quite ill from the lack of proper 
food and 
pure 
water. 
Pekin, 
China, was reached November 5, 
1892. 
The travelers had been sub­ 
jected to many indignities by the 
half-civilized jieople among wiiom 
they had passed. 
In several in­ 
stances the cyclers were assaulted 
with stones and fists, 
compelling 
them to draw their revolvers which 
usually had the effect of intimidat­ 
ing the assailants. 
In almost every 
instance, however, the attacks re­ 
sulted from the avarice of the people 
who tried in every ¡lossib’ e manner 
to extort unreasonable prices from 
the travelers. 
A resistance would 
be made, and then would follow a 
‘ ‘passage at arms.’’ 
On December 
25, 1892, Messrs. 
Sachtleben and 
Allen landed 
at 
San 
Francisco. 
Their 
departure was 
made from 
that city on January n t h and their 
course led them through Southern 
California, Arizona, New 
Mexico, 
Texas, 
the Indian Territory and 
Kansas 
to 
Sedalia 
which 
they 
reached yesterday afternoon at 5 
o ’clock, 
forty-six 
days out 
from 
San Francisco. They were five days 
crossing the Colorado desert. Their 
journey yesterday was from Clinton. 
'The 
cyclers 
turned their 
wheels 
eastward this morning to reach St. 
Louis on the morning of the fourth 
day from Sedalia. 
After visiting in 
that city a short time they will pro­ 
ceed to iNew York, which they ex­ 
pect to reach in May. 
Messrs. 
SaclUleben 
and 
Allen 
are not bicycle “ cranks,” and un­ 
dertook the trip simpiy for pleasure 
and to complete their education. 
T h e y 
are respectively 26 and 24 
years, and are browned and tanned 
by the suns of many climes. 
Their 
health has been good and the dis­ 
tance traveled by them on their b i­ 
cycles up: o the present date 
is 
about 15,000 miles. 
During 
that 
time 
they 
have 
each worn out three bicycles and 
and are 
now 
riding their 
fourth. 
T h ey were compelled to repair their 
wheels in this city. 
Mr. Sachtleb­ 
en declared Missouri roads to be as 
bad it 
not 
worse than 
any 
ovei 
which they had passed since their 
departure 
from 
San F^rancisco. 
France and Germ any have splendid 
roads, made of macadam which is 
rolled closely and firmly with im ­ 
mense steam rollers. 
The roads re­ 
ceive daily attention from the g o v ­ 
ernment. 
Italy and Greece have a 
few splendid roads, but 011 thewhole 
these countries are wholly deficient 
in tlie matter of public highways. 
India and Japan have sonic oi the 


most splendid roads in the world 
and in the former country it is sur­ 
prising to know 
that bicycling 
is 
very popular, doubtless the resuit of 
the English population. 
Messrs. 
Sachtleben 
and 
Allen, 
while in the far east, were supplied 
with American passports which en­ 
abled them to proceed with greater 
cc lufort than Thos. L. Stevens, the 
pioneer of bicycle travelers, 
who 
carried an English passjiort, and 
was harassed and thrown into A si­ 
atic prisons upon the slightest pre­ 
text. 
Americans are looked upon 
with less suspicion than the English, 
whom the natives regard as an im ­ 
placable enemy, constantly striving 
to gain possession of the country 
and its wealth. 
I h e two wheelmen have been en­ 
tertained by wheelmen throughout 
the world and wear a number of 
beautiful badges of clubs of which 
they were made honorary members. 
England is said to be the home of 
bicycling and no country on earth 
does more to foster the sport. 
The 
expenses of the trip, ISlessrs. Sacht­ 
leben and Allen declined to make 
known, as they intend to embody 
the results of their trip, particularly 
their Asiatic experiences, in a little 
volume in which they will attempt 
to show that a tour 
around the 
world on a bicycle is cheaper than 
any 
other 
method. 
Each 
was 
dressed in ordinary cycling costume, 
varying with the country and the 
climate, Mr. Allen laughingly say­ 
ing that 
ill some of the hot parts 
of India a hat and a pair of shoes 
were their wardrobe while on the 
road. 
They have not attempted to make 
a fast trip, 
dheir best record was 
from Strawii to Fort Worth, a dis­ 
tance of 10J miles or more, 
which 
they made 
in 
ten 
hours. 
They 
usually travel six and a half hours 
per day, making about ten miles 
per hour. 
A note book is carried 
in their pockets and the incidents 
of the d a y ’s journey carefully noted. 
Their experiences with the news­ 
paper men of the countiy have been 
various and frequently amusing. 
A 
camera is earned by them and a 
snap shot made of most of their in­ 
terviewers. 
For 
fertile imagina­ 
tion, push, energy, gall 
and 
com ­ 
pleteness^ they pleace the American 
reporter at the head of the list, fol­ 
lowed next by the 
English reporter 
who lacks in enterprise, but is less 
sensational and more exact. 
Quite a number of Sedalia wheel 
men formed 
the 
acquaintance 
of 
Messrs. 
Sachtleben and Allen,who 
stated that 
they would 
return to 
their homes after completing the 
trip and would probably be present 
at the annual meet of the Missouri 
division of the L. 
A. W., 
which 
takes place in Sedalia in July.

Tlio Volcuuo of Sail Martin in a State o t 
Fruptiou. 
City of 
51 exico, March 27.—Great 
alarm is felt among the people living 
in the Tonola district, of the state of 
Chiapas, over the eruption of the San 
5Iartin volcano w’iiich has been belch­ 
ing forth fiame, lava and ashes for the 
last tw o w’ceks. 
This volcano is situ­ 
ated in the very midst of a populous 
ag ricultural country, and at its base 
are extensive coffee plantations. 
It 
has been extinct for more than a cen­ 
tury, and g ave no indication of becom­ 
ing active until about three w eeks 
ag<3, w hen there were a series of lig h t 
shocks of earthquake felt in that lo­ 
cality, followed by’ a blast of snlphur- 
ou:'> smoke from the volcano. 
The in­ 
habitants of the surrounding country 
abandoned tlieir homes and soug ht 
refug e at a safe distance. 
These carth(4uakes and the sm oking 
condition of the crater w'ere followed 
by one of the most mag nificent and 
aw'e-inspiring eruptions ever witnessed. 
It occurred at nig ht, and the heavens 
for 100 miles around were lig hted up. 
The tiaines rose straig ht up from the 
crater to the J ieight of nearly 1,000 
feet. 
The lava poured down the sides 
of the mountain in streams destroying 
the crops and all veg etation at its 
base. 
A grand sig ht w'as witnessed by 
the people living in the city of Tuxtla 
in the district, and the alarm was 
g reat partieubirly among* the common 
people. 
This severe eruption lasted 
several 
hours, g’radnally 
subsiding, 
but the lava is still flowing from the
